On May 5, 
2004, Ms. Fenner sent an e-mail to Ms. Egger Smith requesting additional contact 
information for Mr. Lee, but none was available. On August 26, 2004, Ms. Fenner sent a 
copy of the combined declaration and power of attorney and the assignment to Mr. Lee at 
his last known address provided by Ms. Egger-Smith, i.e., his work address in Korea at 
Department of Thoracic and Cardiovascular Surgery, Chungbuk National University 
Hospital, 62 Gaesin-Dong, Heungdeok-Gu, Cheongju, 361-240 South Korea. No 
response from Mr. Lee has been received. 

Based upon my personal knowledge and information given to me by 
Transoma Medical, Inc., I declare under penalty of perjury that the foregoing is true and 
correct.
